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CHAPTER 1179

HABILITATIVE SERVICES AND TREATMENT TO
MENTALLY RETARDED PRISONERS
HF 748

AN ACT requiring the director of the division of adult corrections to provide available
habilitative services and treatment to imprisoned mentally retarded offenders.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section 217.14, subsection 3, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows:

3. Establishment and maintenance of acceptable standards of treatment, training, educa-
tion and rehabilitation in the various state penal and corrective institutions which, to the
extent that resources are available within the-division of adult corrections, shall include
habilitative services and treatment for mentally retarded offenders. For the purposes of this
subsection habilitative services and treatment means medical, mental health, social, educa-
tional, counseling, and other services which will assist a mentally retarded person to become
self-reliant. A person is considered mentally retarded if the person is diagnosed as mentally
retarded, as defined in section 222.2, subsection 5, by a qualified mental retardation profes-
sional. However, the director may also provide habilitative treatment and services to other
persons who require the services.

CHAPTER 1180

PENALTY AND INTEREST PAYABLE FOR FAILURE TO REMIT STATE TAX DUE
HF. 2362

AN ACT relating to the penalty for failure to pay or remit ninety percent of tax for state
motor vehicle fuel taxes, freight line and equipment car mileage taxes, income taxes, fran-
chise taxes, inheritance and estate taxes, local hotel and motel taxes, and generation skip-
ping transfer taxes, including provision for a variable interest rate for underpayment or
overpayment on estimated payments of corporate income and franchise taxes, and making
the Act retroactive to January 1, 1982, effective upon publication.
